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MANY NEW BROOMS SWEEP CLEAN 
AS SPIRITUAL RETREAT ENDS 

Marked by the words of the Retreat Master and 
the Provincial of the American Sanguinists, another 
Spiritual Retreat drew to a successful close one week 
ago tonight. Along with the father-confessors, even 
the weather cooperated to afford a best opportunity for 
outdoor meditation and frequent visits to the grotto 
between conferences. Three days at the end of Nov- 
ember, they have been a capital time for some four 
hundred in Collegeville to take a complete, internal in- 
ventory. Climaxed with a plenary indulgence, all have 
sized up their debits and credits as listed in the Lord’s 
book of accounts. 

To draw an analogy, military leaders from Perseus 
to Pershing have favored the idea of retreat during a 
long seige. In a short period of utter removal of 
soldiers from daily routine, they found an insurance 
against weakness when the battle raged. Militarism 
and daily life as well require a periodic relief from the 
tiring grind. 

Pursuance of religious activity is no different. 
Three days out of the year spent in spiritual retrench- 
ing are a necessity in anyone’s life. 

That God’s way still triumphs over the way of the 
world was a point of emphasis in the recent group of 
conferences. Nor does this end with the final blessing 
of the retreat. It is fitting armor with which to return 
again to the wars of daily life after a period of spiritual 
rest. The recent retreat is a further reassurance that 
“back to God” is still the ranking movement in a world 
of “isms”. 


HAVE NO DOUBTS ABOUT THE SMALL 
SCHOOL WHEN IT’S LIKE ST. JOE 

In some parts of a small college campus one runs 
across bits of bull sessions that smack of “Well fellows, 
maybe I should have gone to a larger school. St. Joe 
is okey, sure, but it just doesn’t have that big name 
when it comes to landing a job.”

To dispell the doubts of some about industry and 

employment after graduation, the questions demand 
“how much” and “what kind” of schooling have you 
had rather than “where.” One small town factory 
manager said, “let me talk to him for ten minutes and 
I’ll tell you if he has what I want.” So perhaps the 
bigtime sheepskin isn’t the most vital factor after all. 

■ There still seems to be a demand for a sound education 
as carefully administered in tjhe small college. 

Aside from the educational advantages, there is 
the friendship aspect. It is amusing how often people 
have gone into a large school in search of -a student- 
cousin, only to find that his own Bpll-mates were for 
the most part igh.oranf~of his existence on the same 
campus. ' 

> St. Joe and other small colleges like her, are the 
ground in which real associations are planted. Students' 
merit recognition by name from their professors. There 
is just the proper portion of disciplined life and quasi- 
rustic atmosphere to insure sound learning. 

Small schools are definitely established as being 
as capable as their greater brothers when it comes to 
turning out the world-beaters of tomorrow. .

Several reference books and 
biographies were added in the 
past two weeks to the already 
large number of books. 

British Authors of the Nine,- 
teenth Century, a volume contain- 
ing 1000 biographies and 360 por- 
traits of major and minor British 
authors, and also the American 
Authors from 1600 to 1900, a bi- 
ographical dictionary of Amercan 
Literature, were annexed. The 
latter contains 1300 biographies 
and 400 portraits. Both books 
were edited by Stanley J. Kunitz. 

Who’s Who in America for the 
years. ’38 and ’39, an issue that 
gives the lives of notable living 
men and women in „the United 
States. 

Two volumes of Joseph Nathan 
Kane’s More First Facts, which 
set forth a record of first hap- 
penings, discoveries and inventions 
in America, are ready fot use on 
library shelves. 

For the philosophy students 
The Dictionary of Psychology by 
Howard C. Warren will prove 
valuable in explaining the mean- 
ing of technical terms that appear 
in psychological readings. 

To the biography division the 
Department has added a' long- 
sought. edition, Madam Curie, - writ- 
ten by her daughter Eve Curie. 
David Goldstein supplys his own 
life in the volume Autobiography 
of a Campaigner for Christ. 

Several interesting facts and 
figures have been recently brought 
to light by the student librarians 
as to the amount of books taken 
out; the kind, and by what classes 
they have been withdrawn. The 
college students have used ap- 
proximately seventy-five percent 
of the library’s reference books 
in various fields such as philoso- 
phy, economics, mathematics and 
English. The students of the 
high school have taken out the 
largest percentage of fiction 
books. As to proportion, the 
Community students have the 
greatest number of books in all 
fields. 

Some other interesting figures 
are that the St. Joseph’s College 
Library handles abgut 100 calls 
a day. Some twenty-five books 
are withdrawn by students daily. 
Statistics show that for a Catho- 
lic college, very few Catholic or 
liturgical books are being read
